DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 23-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Grace, United 
States Patent number 5,748,098, published May 5, 1998. 

As per claim 23, Grace discloses detecting transitions in each indicator between a first 
state and a second state which transitions occur during all or part of the window of time, see 
column 2, lines 63-65. Grace also discloses counting the number of transitions detected for each 
indicator, see the storing of the times of alarm conditions occurring which would provide a count 
of occurrences, column 2, lines 60-62. Grace discloses comparing the number of transitions for 
each indicator to the number of transitions counted for the other indicators, see column 4, lines 
48-57, where the historical, or counting, data for the indicators are compared. It is inherent that 
Grace also discloses correlating transitions of indicators based on the comparison so that 
indicators that are not changing together are less likely to be correlated by a rule employed in the 
rules-based correlation system. This is inherent in Grace because only those indicators that are 
changing to an alarm condition are compared in the system of Grace, see column 4, lines 48-57. 

As per claim 24, Grace discloses detecting and counting transitions are performed during 
a time interval forming a part of the window, see column 3, lines 28-33. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-22, and 25 are allowable. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
claims 1-22 are allowable based upon computing a time slice transition factor based upon a 
number of indicators whose state changed and a number of indicators whose state did not change 
during the first time slice, when taken in the context of the other limitations of the claim; claim 
25 is allowable based upon the limitation, when taken in the context of the remainder of the 
claim, of determining a transition state for each indicator that represents whether and how the 
indicator changed during each time slice.
